NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Howard Max- 
well, former president of the Borough 
Bank of Brooklyn, attempted to commit 
suicide by cutting his throat with a 
razor at his home in Brooklyn today. 
He was taken to the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital and is expected to die. 

Maxwell was indicted on charges ot 
larceny and forgery after the recent in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the Borough 
Baik. 

A number of indictments were found 
against officers of the bank. He was 
president of the bank at thetime it 
closed its doors. 

Suffered While in a Cell, 

Maxwell had been much de,ressed ever 
since his indictment, and suffered keen- 
ly through his imprisonment in Ray- 
mond Street Jail. Bail was furnished 
for him. last night and he went to his 
home in a serious mental condition. 

Today it was reported in Brooklyn 
that Cashier Campbell of the bank, who 
also is under indictnient, had decided to 
give evidence for the prosecution. This 
report, which, however, was not con- 
._ firmed, caused a sensation and was fol- 
lowed within a few hours by the news 
that Maxwell had cut his throat in his 
Brooklyn home. 

It is, beHeved.that ‘Maxwell's-woones- 
“are fatal. 

The, grand jury, which has been 
investigating . the Borough Bank 
and the Jénkins Trust Co. of 
Brooklyn, finished its work today and 
returred indictments against three iien. 

The aames of those atcused were tot 
made public. *Detectives from the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office were sent out imi- 
mediately to arrest them.

COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 26.—Attorney- 
General Ells obtained a judgment from 
the Cireuit Court of Fayette County 
Tuesday against A. Booth & Co., the 
so-called Fish Trust. It ousts the com- 
pany from the right to do business in 
Ohio, any other than a fish and oyster 
business. It has an Illinois charter giv- 
ing it the right to do about every kind 
of business known. 

This is the first definite court finding 
that corporations coming to Ohio from 
other states with blanket charters must 


confine themselves to one specific busi- 
ness. 


COURT KNOCKS OUT NEW 
ANTI-POOL SELLING LAW 


Judge Williams Declares Racetrack 
Measure Backed by Gov. 
Folk Is Void. 


Handbook making and pool selling can 
be resumed without interference in St. 
Louis, by a decision rendered Tuesday 
afternoon by Judge George H. Williams 
in the Circuit Court. 

Judge Williams ruled that a é¢onvic- 
tion cannot be obttained in a pool-sell- 
ing case unless evidence is produced 
that a race was actually run and that 
the horse on whom a bet was placed 
ectually’ ran. For this proof, the tes- 
timony of an eyewitness to the race is 
necessary. 

Te decision was made in the case of 
Frank O'’Haver, a barber at 606 Markt 
Street. Detectives testified that they 
placed a bet in his shop, and thee it 
was recorded. It was on Old Honesty, 
running at Latonia. When Judge Krum, 
for the defense, raised the objection that 
the policemen had not seen the horse 
run, Judge Williams sustained him and 
took the case from the jury.

Scores of depositors answered to the 
notices, but the majority of those who 
appesred merely canceled their notices 
of withdrawal, and left their funds in 
the banks. This action is taken to be 
the first step toward the return of nor- 
mal conditions here.

Davis said that when he jumped from 
the hotel window in Clinton he sprained 
his ankle and that this discouraged him 
and he concluded that his capture was 
certain. He had’ hobbled down to the 
railroad yards and climbed aboard 4 
freight, but he had little hope of escap- 
ing and was not surprise@ when he was 
told to surrender,

ties of St. Louis, Chicago and other 
cities to see if he has a record as a 
crook. 


Crime Done In Daylight. 

The robbery of the bank at Clinton 
was particularly bold. The men en- 
tered the bank at 5 p. m., an hour after 
it had closed for the day, and with 
drawn revolvers compelled President 
Argo, Cashier Murphy and Bookkeeper 
Young to enter the vault. Then they 
closed the door, locked it and helped 
themselves to all the money in sight 
after tying the colored janitor to the 
steam radiator and gagging him. 
There was $2200 within their reach, 
The rest of the funds was in the vault 
in which the three men were locked. 
The robbers coolly left the bank and 
went to a drug store, where they noti- 
fied the central telephone exchange that 
three men were locked in the vault of 
the bank and asked that someone be 
sent to.release them before they suf- 
focated. Then they went to the hotel, 
where they were aividing the money 
when they were interrupted. 

They leaped out of a window and 
ran down an alley, going so hurriedly 
that they left ..000 in gold in the room, 
taking only $700 with them.

HOLDS UP BILL. 
OF ARCHITECTS 





Inquiry Is Made as to Legal 
Right to Employ Out- 
side Firms. 





BIDS WERE JUGGLED 





Present Status of Poorhouse 
Work Will Mean Loss 
of Thousands. 





A Board of Public Improvements 
voucher payable to Dischler & E!sner, 
architects, for $722.58, has been held up 
by City Auditor Dierkes, who Monday 
requested an opinion of City Counselor 
Bates as to whether the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements has the right to em- 
ploy any architect. other than the Build- 
ing Commissioner to prepare plans and 
specifications for repairs on old or the 
construction of new city building super- 
vised by the board. 

The Dischler & Elsner bill was for 3 
per cent of the contract price for re- 
modeling the east wing of the Poor- 
house, which contract was let to the 
McCully Construction Co. for $24,084 two 
weeks ago. The action of the City Au- 
ditor has called attention to this re- 
modeling contract. 

Plans Already Prepared. 

July 13, 1906, Building Commissioner 
Smith was requested by § President 
O'Reilly of the Board of Public Im- 
provements to draw plans and prepare 
specifications for remodeling and fire- 
proofing the Poor House wing. Smith 
was informed that $22,500 was avail- 
able. Smith had the plans prepared at 
a cost of $600 and estimated that the 
work would cost $21,000. O’Reilly re- 
jected his plans. 

March 21, 1907, an ordinance appropri- 
ating $25,000 to pay for this work was 
approved and about a month ago the 
contract was let. It was given to the 
lowest bidder, the P. J. Cooney Construc- 
tion Co., whose bid was $24,800, includ- 
ing fireproofed floors. A few days later 
this contract was annulled, according to 
the records, at Cooney’s request, he 
saying he was misivforméd Yabeut tie 
BONE Or Work td °bS Uone. 

It was relet two weeks ago to the Mc- 
Cully company, but the McCully con- 
tract does not include the fireproof 
floors, which O’Reilly estimates wil! 
cost $4000 if made of asbestolith Build- 
ing Commissioner Smith’s original to- 
tal estimate of $24,000 included concretv 
floors. 

Faces Loss of Thousands. 

Smith says that his estimate for the 
asbestolith floors is the same as O'Reil- 
ly’s, that is, asbestolith would cost $2500 
more than concrete and bring his total 
estimate up to $26,500. 

If the McCully contract goes through, 
together with the fing-proofed flooring, 
as estimated by O’Reilly, the Dischler 
& Elsner bill and Smith’s original bill 
of $600 for plans and specifications, the 
total expenditure on the Poorhouse east 
wing will be $29,406.52. 

The total cost of Building Commis- 
sioner Smith’s plans, under his original 
estimate, plus the $600 for preparing the 
plans and the extra $2500 for an asbes- 
tolith flooring, would have been $27,100, 
or $2306.52 less than the work will cost 
under the present arrangements of the 
Board of Public Improvements. 


Attention also has been called to the 
fact that the board’s present plans 
would involve an expenditure of $4406.52 
more than the amount appropriated for 
the work. oe

Aren’t you 
ashamed? Madeline.’”’ 

Judge Shields had doubts about the 
identification of the writing and did not 
take that into account, but permitted 
the picture to be an exhibit.

Compagnon, said that he had other let- 
ters, but he did not introduce them.

Mrs. Compagnon was given a decree 
and her maiden name, Thompson, was 
restored. As she has an incotne from 
an Illinois farin given to her by her 
mother she did not ask for aiimeny.

President Roosevelt's coin tossing and 
drawing of lots in the selection of Fed- 
eral officials for the State of South Da- 
kota meets with a varied reception from 
the ministers of St. Louis. Among five 
who expressed their opinion to the Post- 
Dispatch, three condemned the Presi- 
dent’s conduct most emphatically, while 
two defended him, 

The expression of opinion by the min- 
igters was based on a press dispatch 
from Washington Monday in which the 
statement was made that the senators 
from South Dakota, Kittredge and Gam- 
bie, having failed to agree on a distri- 
bution of Federal plums in their State, 
were satisfied when the President tossed 
a coin to decide between their candl- 
dates for aNtional Bank Examiner and 
drew lots to select the other appoin- 
tees. 

Senator Kittredge won the coin toss | 
and his man was appointed State Bank 
Examiner. Senator Gamble, in the draw- 
ing of lots, won the district attorney- 
ship. Other offices were pretty evenly 
divided by the drawing. 

The following views were expressed by 
St. Louis ministers: 

“No Repressing Teddy.” — ai) 

Rev. John L. Roemer, pastor of the. 
Tyler Place Presbyterian Church: The 
method of, selecting those men for ap-, 
pointment in South Dakota was not a 
very good way to do the thing, .but 
Teddy is a law to himself. There’s no 
repressing him; He will do. his’ own 
way at all times and in all matters. He 
probably had, satisfied himself that both 
men in each instance were good and he 
didn’t care which was put into office. 
But, as I said, Teddy has-his own way 
of doing things, and with all his faults 
we love him still. 

Rev. Charles L. Chalfant, pastor of 
the Grace Presbyterian Church: I'd 
rather have all the facts before me be- 
fore I discuss the matter. Under any 
circumstances I would be loathe to pass 
criticism ’of the President of the United 
}States. 
supposed to fairly represent’ their 
States, and if the men the two South 
Dakota Senators were urging were fit 
men, qualified by ability and character 
for the offices they were asking, I can’t 
see that the President has done any- 
thing so térrible.

The 
city has the privilege of purchasing the 
plant at any time.

LALLA MAGHNIA, Algeria, Nov. 4.— 
French troops are still ewéeping the 
foothills {in an endeavor to scatter the 
already twice defeated Arabs before 
they have time io rally.

Missouri—Fair ea and Wednes- 
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Slump in the Price of Live 
Hogs Has Reached the 
Retailer. 





Pork chops were cheaper in St. Louis 
today than they have been since 198 
The cut in price went into effect when 
the butcher shops opened for the day’s 
business. The decline in the cost of 
meat worked as a benefit to the packer, 
the retailer and the housewife buying 
tor the family table. 

There was a drop of 1 cent a pound 
in the wholesale price of all . pork 
products, following Monday’s big slump 
in the hog market at the National 
Stockyards. The drop in beef prices is 
about ¢ per cent. 

The packers borght h--s 2 cents a 
pound cheaper than on the previous dav 
and they divided this profit with the 
retail butcher. 

The retailers in turn divided the cut 
with the consumer so that in most shops 
Tuesday the price of pork for family use 
was from % to \% cents a pound cheaper 
than on Monday and more than 10 »er 
cent cheaper than a month ago. This 
meal that 15 cents will buy nearly as 
much meat as 20 cents would before the 
slump in hog prices. 

The 4 per cent decline in beef has been 
sufficient to make a perceptible differ- 
ence in the size an. thickness of a 2- 
cent steak. Packers say that only a few 
retailers have failed to apply the new 


force these in line. 

One of tne largest retai) butchers in 
Union Market said Tuesday that there 
has been a decline of 2 cents a pound in 
the price of pork and nearly that much 
in beef in the last «hree weeks. 

Pork chops, which were 14% cen:s a 
pound, are now 12% eents. Sirloin 
steaks, which ranged from 1144 cents to 
16 cents, are now so!d at 10 to 15 cents a 
pound, and the same reduction sapplies 
to choice round steaks. Porterhouse 
steak, which ranged from 16 to 3 cents, 
is now sold at 12% to 3 cents a pornd. 

Pierre Garneau, secretary of the Krey 
Packing Co., said Tuesday that meat in 
St. Lou’; is cheaper than it has been 
rfor years. 

“The present remarkable drop in the 
price of hogs is enabling everybody in 
the meat business to obtain a fair mar- 
gin of profit,” he said, “and it doesnt 
hurt the farmer. tie is making money 
when he sells his hogs at 4 cents a 
pound. The present :7holesale ar.d retail 
prices of pork are cheaper than they 
have been in St. Louis since 1898.”’ 

At the packing plants of Swiit & Co., 
Armour and J. H. Belz it was said 
.that the reduction in price was general 
and that pork could be bought cheaper 
In the open market than at any time 
in the last nine years. In the last sir 
weeks the decline in the stockyards 
price of live hogs has been 40 per cent. 
An average weight hog can be bought 
for $% less than it would hav> 
a month ago. 

Big Drop itn Omaha. 

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 2u.—Wholesale 
meat prices took a drop this morning 
in conformity with the lower prices be- 
ing paid for livestock and the South 
Omaha packers are quoting pork to the 
retailers 1% to 2 cents lower than Iasi 
week and beef % cent lower. ‘The cut 
in wholesale prices Wil! not affect the 
retail prices, at least for some time. 
because the retailers have been forced 
by the packers to rup on such a smal! 
margin that they have Seen making no 
money,” say the retailers. 

Drop General at Kansas City. 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. %.—Following a 
decline of $2.60 in the price of hogs ifn 
the last # days, Kansas City packers 
today reduced prices on dressed pork 2 
cents a pound to the retailers. Today's 
reduction in the dressed product fo!- 
lowed a decline of from 10 cents to 15 
cents on best grades and % cents and 
% cents on common, light and mixed 
hogs. 

Today's break In the local market is 
attributed to depressed conditions in 
Chicago, where similar reductions in 
prices prevail. Cattle were also reduced 
from 19 to ib per cent, but no re- 
ductions were made in the price of 
dressed beef. 

On Oct. 9 the top price for hoger was 
$6.50, while the bulk of sales recorded 
were at $6.22% to $6.50.

It was a more buoyantly young, invig- 
orated and freshly blooming Maude 
Adams who played ‘Peter Pan’’ at the 
Olympic last night than when we first 
saw the play at that same house nearly 
a year ago.

Maude 
Adams is a poetic delight as Peter, she 
receives the same clever support by the 
little and big folks of her company, and 
again her audience surrenders its soul 
to the spell of Barrie’s fine dreaming, so 
there you are. The whole thing’s a 
triumph of imagination over reality, and 
you have to let it go at that. 

There will be Wednesday, Thursday 
and Saturday matinees at the Olympic 
this week, and, when the last curtain 
falls at about 11:15 o'clock Saturday 
night, it will be on our farewell glimpse 
of Peter, for the next time we see 
Maude Adams it will be as Chicot in 
“The Jester,’’ which goes on the New 
York stage first week in January. I 
was wondering last night what is to be- 
come of ‘Peter Pan,’’ the purest find 
most entrancing fairy tale told since the 
Grimm brothers weaved their magic web 
of folklore fiction for the ravishment of 
this old world’s young souls. 

I believe that Barrie will some day 
change “Peter Pan’’ from a play into a 
story—it’s too great in its own peculiar 
field to be lost to English literature. 
What a Christmas gift it would make 
for a child—the prose poem of ‘Peter 
Pan,’’ told in Barrie’s inimitable style, 
and illustrated ‘by some’ artist of kin- 
dred spirit who can draw children and 
fairies so sympathetically that you can 
hardly tell where one begins and the 
other -ends!
